ABSTRACT 



This report presents 10-year trends about financial aid 
awarded to students attending Maryland's colleges and universities during the 
decade of the 1990s, using reports submitted to the Maryland Higher Education 
Commission by higher education institutions as the data source. The total 
amount of financial aid support from all sources provided to students 
attending Maryland postsecondary institutions more than doubled from 1990 
through 1999, increasing by nearly half a billion dollars. During the same 
time period, the number of aid recipients increased by 40.4% to 169,167 
students, and the proportion of Maryland undergraduates receiving financial 
aid rose from 38.7% to 58.4% over the decade. The percentage of graduate and 
professional students receiving aid rose from 37.5% to 54.4%. The report 
provides information about the sources of aid, the contributions of state and 
federal entities, and the characteristics of students receiving financial 
aid.

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Executive summary 



This report presents ten-year trends about financial aid awarded to students attending 
Maryland colleges and universities during the decade of the 1 990s, using the 
Commission’s S-5 reports as the data source. 

The total amount of financial aid support from all sources provided to students attending 
Maryland post secondary institutions more than doubled from 1 990 through 1 999, 
increasing by nearly a half billion dollars. During the same time period, the number of 
aid recipients increased by 40.4 percent to 169,167 students. The proportion of Maryland 
undergraduates receiving financial aid rose from 38.7 percent to 58.4 percent over the 
decade. The percentage of graduate/professional students receiving financial aid rose 
from 37.5 percent to 54.4 percent. 

The total amount of financial aid support provided to undergraduates in Maryland more 
than doubled from $286.5 million in 1990 to $759.7 million in 1999. During the same 
time period, the number of undergraduate aid recipients increased by nearly a third, from 
105,460 to 139,209. The average dollar amount awarded to each student doubled from 
$2,788 to $5,542. The federal government was the source of most (64.5 percent) of the 
financial assistance to Maryland undergraduates during the 1990s. Over the decade, aid 
dollars to undergraduates increased for all categories of assistance. Loans were the 
fastest- growing aid type; aid dollars in the form of loans more than tripled during the 
ten-year period. Scholarsliip aid from all sources also more than tripled, grant aid more 
than doubled, and aid in the form of College Work Study increased by 8.7 percent. 

State aid to Maryland undergraduates more than doubled between 1990 and 1999, from 
$20.5 million to $48.2 million. Of the $48.2 million dollars of State financial aid 
distributed in 1999, students at public four- year institutions received 65.0 percent, 
students at independent institutions received 24.2 percent, and community college 
students received 1 0.2 percent. 

Aid to the Pell Grant recipients in Maryland increased by 73.0 percent, from $54.3 
million to $93.9 million during the 10-year period. The number of students receiving 
federal Pell grants grew by a third, from 40,100 to 53,500. For analysis purposes. Pell 
Grant recipients are often used as a surrogate for students with the greatest financial need. 

The total amount of financial aid support provided to graduate/professional students in 
Maryland more than doubled from $129.1 million to $309.3 million from 1990 to 1999. 
The number of graduate/professional students assisted grew to 26,958 — an increase of 80 
percent. The average aid amount per recipient grew by more than a third, from $9,1 14 to 
$12,227. Over the decade, aid from the federal government more than tripled, making it 
the fastest growing aid source to graduate/professional students. Private aid grew almost 
as quickly, also tripling. 
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Aid from the State to Maryland graduate and professional students grew by 58.4 percent 
between 1990 and 1999, from $2.1 million to $3.3 million. In 1999, graduate students at 
public four-year institutions received 82.3 percent of State aid to graduate students, while 
students at independent institutions received 17.7 percent. 

In 1 990, community college students received 11.6 percent of the total aid distributed in 
Maryland and 10.9 percent in 1999. Students enrolled in public four-year institutions 
received 42.6 percent of the total aid distributed in Maryland in 1990 and 52.2 percent in 
1999. Independent college and university students received 30.7 percent of the total aid 
distributed in Maryland in 1990, and 32.3 percent in 1999. Students enrolled in private 
career schools received 15.2 percent; in 1999, this had dropped to 4.6 percent. 

The number of African American student aid recipients at public colleges and universities 
almost doubled during the 1990; in comparison, total African American enrollment at 
these institutions increased by 44 percent during this period. Compared to other students, 
a higher proportion of African Americans received aid in both- 1990 and 19,99. 
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Introduction 



T he value of higher education to individuals and society is continually rising. In 

Maryland, citizens desiring education beyond high school are able to chose among 
many options: the state boasts 16 community colleges, 13 public four-year 
campuses, 26 independent institutions, and more than 120 private career schools. 

Rapidly increasing tuition prices have challenged the notion of access, however. To 
break down the barrier of cost, an array of financial aid programs have been createdfo ' 
help students and their families pay for college. The federal govenunent, the state 
govenunent, higher education institutions, and private donors offer financial assistance in 
many forms. For an increasing number of citizens, financial aid is what makes college 
possible. 

This report presents ten-year trend data on the amount of financial aid -grants, loans, 
scholarships, and work-study — awarded to students attending Maryland colleges and 
universities from 1990-91 through 1999-00. Data are looked at separately for 
undergraduate and graduate students, and are broken down by state higher education 
segments and by aid source (state, federal, institutional, and private). Comparisons 
between the financial aid received by African American students and other students are 
also made. In addition, to fully understand the impact of financial aid on Maryland 
students over the last decade, trends in college costs and income are also examined. 

Summary tables and graphs highlighting significant trends are presented in the body of 
the report. Detailed tables can be found in the Appendix. The source for all financial aid 
data used in this study is the Commission’s S-5 reports. Data for the S-5 report are 
submitted annually to the Commission by each higher education institution in Maryland 
and by many private career schools. 

Limitations of the Data 

The S-5 report contains aggregate data only— unit record data about financial aid are not 
currently provided by institutions. This limits the analysis to an extent. For example, 
while “fringe benefits” (tuition waivers to employees and dependents) are properly not 
included in the total scholarship amounts and total aid dollar amounts, they are included 
in the unduplicated aid recipient totals and in the average aid amount per recipient. 



While “institutional work study” and “remission of fees to graduate assistants and 
student employees” are properly not included in student employment and total aid dollar 
amounts, again, they are included in the unduplicated aid recipient totals and in the 
average aid amount per recipient. Also, in the private career school sector, financial aid 
reporting from some institutions has not been consistent over the years, making detailed 
PCS trend analysis problematic. And finally, because independent higher education 
institutions and private career schools do not provide the Commission with financial aid 
data by race or etlinicity, the section Financial Aid Support to African Americans 
Compared to Others leaves out these institutions. 
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Financial Aid - All Students 



T he total amount of financial aid support from all sources provided to students 
attending Maryland post- secondary institutions increased by $473 million from 
1990 through 1999, a 157.2 percent increase. During the same time period, the 
number of aid recipients increased by 40.4 percent to 169,167 students.

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Financial Aid - Undergraduates 
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T he total amount of financial aid support from all sources (federal, state, 
institutional, and private) provided to undergraduates attending Maryland 
postsecondary institutions increased from $286,495,642 in 1990-91 to 
$759,728,080 in 1999-00, a 165.2 percent increase (Table 1). During the same. time 
period, the number of aid recipients increased by 32.0 percent, from 105,460 to 139,209 
(Table 2). The average dollar amount awarded to each student increased by 98.8 percent, 
from $2,788 to $5,542 (Table 3). 

Undergraduate College Costs and Income 

The cost of an undergraduate education in Maryland has soared in recent years. From 
1990 to 2000, resident tuition and fees almost doubled. Room and board charges rose by 

53.6 percent. In contrast, over the 
same time period, the per capita 
income of Marylanders grew by 
only 38.4% (Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, U. S.' Department of 
Labor). Adjusting for inflation 
(using the 1990 consumer price 
index as the base income figure), 
the disparity is actually greater: 
while resident tuition and fees in 
constant dollars rose by 151.8 
percent, and room and board 
charges rose by 94.0 percent, 
income rose by only 75.8 percent.

Types of Undergraduate Financial Aid 

Tliroughout the 1990’s, aid dollars to undergraduates increased for all categories of aid, 
including grants, loans, scholarships, and college work study (Table 4). The fastest- 
growing aid type was the loan: aid dollars in the form of loans more than tripled during 
the ten-year period (it is important to note that loans transacted by individuals with 
private financial institutions are not collected by the Commission — thus, the true amount 
of borrowing to pay for college is actually much higher). In 1990, loans made up 38.7 
percent of all aid dollars — by 1999, loans made up 49.3 percent. The statewide number 
of undergraduate student loan recipients increased by 88.3 percent during this period, 
from 37,192 to 70,023. For those students who were awarded loans as part of tlieir aid 
package, the average loan amount per recipient increased from $2,768 in 1990 to $5,290 
in 1999. 

Scholarship aid from all sources grew by 214.4 percent during the 1990’s. The number 
of scholarship recipients increased by 38.1%, from 48,766 to 67,325. The average 
scholarship per recipient increased at a steady rate and more than doubled over the 
decade, from $1,381 to $2,983. 



Total grant aid from all sources more than doubled during the 1990’s. The number of 
grant recipients increased by 36.4% over the decade, from 48,370 to 65,954. The ayerage 
grant per recipient rose from $1,929 to $2,766. 

Aid in the form of College Work Study (CWS) increased by 8.7 percent. As previously 
discussed, the limitations of current S-5 reporting has made it impossible to analyze 
trends in the recipients of CWS and the average CWS aid per recipient over time.

Of all the undergraduate grant and scholarship aid distributed in Maryland in 1990, 38.9 
percent went to students attending four-year public institutions, 35.0 percent went to 
students attending independent institutions, 15.8 percent went to community college 
students, and 10.3 percent went to private career school students (Table 5). By 1999, the 
proportion of grant and scholarship aid to four-year public students increased to 42.0 
percent, while the amount to independent institution students increased to 39.1 percent. 
The proportion to community college students stayed about the same, and the percent to 
private career school students dropped to 2.7 percent. 

Of the financial aid in the form of loans distributed to Maryland undergraduates in 1 990, 
41.9 percent went to four- year public students, 27.3 percent went to independent 
institution students, 26.6 percent went to private career school students, and 4.2 percent 
went to community college students. In 1999, the proportion of loans to community 
college and independent institution students stayed about the same, while the amount 
going to four-year public students increase to 63.1 percent and the total to private career 
school students dropped to 6.6 percent.

Undergraduates at Community Colleges 

Financial aid to Maryland community college students increased by almost $50 million 
from 1990 to 1999, a gain of 149.4 percent. The number of aid recipients grew by 38.5 
percent, while the average dollar award per recipient increased by 78.9 percent. At the 
same time, resident tuition and fees nearly doubled. Tuition and fees increased by 101 .3 
percent for residents outside of the service area, and by 75.5 percent for out-of-state 
students.

From 1990 to 1999, the total amount of loan aid quadrupled to $18 million, and the 
number of students receiving loans doubled (Table 6). Grant aid almost tripled to $45 
million, and scholarship aid almost tripled, as well (to $15 million). CWS increased by 
2.4 percent to $3 million. 

Undergraduates at University System of Maryland 

Financial aid to students enrolled at USM institutions more than tripled between 1990 
and 1999, increasing by $233 million. The number of aid recipients grew by a third, 
while the average dollar award more than doubled, from $2,825 to $6,622. Tuition and 
fees for residents also doubled; for non-residents, it grew by 114.8 percent. Room and 
board charges grew by 59.3 percent.

From 1990 to 1999, the total amount of loan aid increased by over five times to $205 
million, and the number of students receiving loans almost tripled (Table 7). Grant aid 
doubled to $50 million; scholarship aid almost tripled, as well (to $82 million). CWS 
increased by 1 percent to $2 million. 

Undergraduates at Morgan State University 

Financial aid to Morgan State undergraduates increased nearly four times from 1990 to 
1 999, by almost $34 million. The number of aid recipients grew by 85.8 percent and the 
average dollar amount per recipient more than doubled. Resident tuition and fees grew

by 90.2 percent; for non-residents, by 129.9 percent. Room and board charges rose by 
35.0 percent.

From 1 990 to 1 999, the total amount of loan aid grew by almost 6 times to $22 million, 
and the number of students receiving loans tripled (Table 8). Grant aid almost tripled to 
$10 million, and scholarship aid almost quadrupled to $11 million. CWS decreased by 
25 percent to $638 thousarid.' 



Undergraduates at St. Mary’s College 

Financial aid to St. Mary’s undergraduates increased by more than four times ($7.6 
million) from 1990 to 1999. The number of aid recipients barely grew (by only 79 
students), but the average dollar amount per recipient more than tripled, from $2,102 to 
$8,983. Resident and non-resident tuition and fees more than doubled; room and board 
charges increased by 48.6 percent.

From 1990 to 1999, the total amount of loan aid increased eleven-fold to $6 million, and 
the number of students receiving loans quadrupled (Table 9). Grant aid tripled to $751 
thousand, and scholarship aid almost tripled, as well (to $2.6 million). CWS increased by 
28.7 percent to $34 thousand. 



Undergraduates at Independent Colleges and Universities 

Financial aid to undergraduates at Maryland’s independent colleges and universities 
nearly doubled from 1990 to 1999, increasing by 157.8 million dollars. The number of 
aid recipients grew by 71 .9 percent and the average dollar amount per recipient increased 



about 60 percent, from $6,459 to $10,313. Tuition and fees rose by 82.9 percent; room 
and board costs by 71 .6 percent.

From 1 990 to 1 999, the total amount of loan aid more than tripled to $94 million, and the 
number of students receiving loans doubled (Table 10). Grant aid doubled to $68 
million, and scholarship aid almost quadrupled to $76 million. CWS increased by 32.1 
percent to $3.8 million. 



Undergraduates at Private Career Schools 

In contrast to the experience of other segments, financial aid to undergraduates at 
Maryland’s Private Career Schools decreased by almost nine million dollars, or 20.2 
percent from 1990 to 1999. The number of aid recipients also decreased, by 34.5 percent. 
These decreases are mainly due to the fact that several large schools that had participated 
in the Title IV Federal Aid program closed during the decade (in addition, federal lavs's 
were enacted in the mid-nineties that restricted the amount and type of federal aid 
available to private career school students). The only increase was in average dollar 
amount per recipient, which grew by 22.0 percent— from $3,064 to $3,737.

From 1 990 to 1 999, the total amount of loan aid decreased by $3 thousand to $25 million, 
and the number of students receiving loans dropped by a third (Table 11). Grant aid 
decreased by two-thirds to $9 million. Scholarship aid, on the other hand, increased by 
almost a third to $622 thousand, and CWS increased by 4.0 percent to $1 13 thousand. 
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Pell Grant Aid to Undergraduates 



P ell grants are federal need-based financial aid awarded to the neediest 
undergraduates. In the absence of unit-record data, tracking Pell grant activity is a 
good surrogate for analyzing trends in the funding of needy students in Maryland. 

The total amount of financial aid support in the form of Pell grants provided to 
undergraduates attending Maryland postsecondary institutions increased from $54.3 
million in 1990 to $93.9 million in 1999, a 73.0 percent increase (Table 12). During the 
same time period, the number of Pell grant recipients increased by one-tlrird, from 40,128 
to 53,509 (Table 13). 

Between 1990 and 1999, the number of undergraduates receiving Pell grants grew the 
fastest at Maryland’s community colleges, increasing by 80.5 percent, or by 11,000 
students. At the independent institutions. Pell grant recipients increased by about two- 
thirds, or by almost 2,000 students. At the public four-year campuses. Pell grant 
recipients increased by 42.2 percent, or by almost 6,000. At the same time, the number 
of private career school students receiving Pell decreased by over half. As previously 
discussed, the drop can be explained by private career school closings, as well as a 
change in legal restrictions on the amount and type of federal aid available to private 
career school students. 

In 1990, not including the private career school sector, 39.2 percent of the full-time 
undergraduate enrollment in Maryland received Pell grants (Table 14). By 1999, the 
proportion had increased to 46. 1 percent. As the following graph shows, the percentage 
of full-time students receiving Pell grants increased in all segments over the decade, with 
the community colleges experiencing by far the most growtli.

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Of all the Pell grant aid distributed in Maryland in 1990, 36.7 percent went to students 
attending four- year public institutions, 29.1 percent went to community college students, 
26.0 percent went to private career school students, and 8.2 percent went to students 
attending independent institutions (Table 15). By 1999, the relative distribution of Pell 
grant aid had changed: 41.2 percent went to community college students, 40.5 percent 
went to students attending four-year public institutions, 10.0 percent went to independent 
institution students, and 8.3 percent went to private career school students.

Financial Aid - Graduate and 
Professional Students 



T he total amount of financial aid support from all sources (federal, state, 
institutional, and private) provided to graduate and professional students enrolled 
in all segments of Maryland higher education increased from $129,122,866 to 
$309,339,760, a 139.6 percent increase (Table 16). The number of students assisted grew 
to 26,958 — an increase of 79.6 percent or nearly 12,000. The average aid amount per 
recipient grew by 34.2 percent, from $9,1 14 to $12,227. 

Of all the grant aid distributed to Maryland graduate and professional students in 1990, 
75.8 percent went to students attending independent institutions and 24.2 percent went to 
four-year public students (Table 17). Ten years later, these proportions remained 
relatively unchanged. 

Of all the loans distributed to Maryland graduate and professional students in 1990, 60.5 
percent went to four- year public students, while 39.5 percent went to students attending 
independent institutions. By 1990, the percent of public graduate students with loans 
increased to 67.2 percent, while the percent among independent institution students 
decreased to 32.8 percent. 



Graduate Students at University System of Maryland 

In 1990, aid to graduate students at the University System of Maryland institutions made 
up about 51 percent of aid to all graduate students in the State; by 1999, this had 
increased to about 56 percent. These figures, as well as those below, include loans, 
grants and student employment. Aid to these students grew by 163.5 percent, from $65.6 
million to $172.9 million over this time period (Table 18). The number of graduate 
students receiving aid almost doubled (from 9,086 to 17,205), and the average total award 
grew by 39.7 percent, from $7,969 to $1 1,129. 



Graduate Students at Morgan State University 

Aid to graduate students at Morgan State University tripled from approximately $1 
million to $3 million (Table 19). The number of graduate students aided increased by 
16.1 percent (from 367 students to 426 students). The average total award grew by 164.0 
percent, from $2,718 to $7,175. 



Graduate Students at Maryland Independent Colleges and Universities 
In 1990, aid to graduate students at Maryland’s independent colleges and universities 
made up about 48.5 percent of aid to all graduate students in the State; by 1999, this had 
decreased to about 43.1 percent. Aid to this group of graduate students grew by 113.0 
percent, from $62.6 million to $133.4 million (Table 20). The number of graduate 
students aided increased by 67.9 percent. The average total award grew by 26.9 percent, 
from $11,410 to $14,482.

F inancial aid is given to students from the federal government, state governments, 
colleges and universities, and from private sources. The federal government 
provided most of the financial assistance to Maryland undergraduates during the 
1990’s. Of the $5.2 billion total, 64.5 percent came from the federal government.

Aid from the federal government also grew faster than aid to Maryland students from any 
other source: by 182.6 percent between 1990 and 1999, to a total of $484 million (Table 
21). Institutional and private aid grew at 140.1 percent and 140.8 percent, respectively. 
Aid' from the State of Maryland grew by 135.5 percent over the same time period. 

Community Colleges 

For community colleges students, aid from private sources grew the fastest, by 195.3 
percent, between 1990 and 1999, while aid from institutions grew the slowest, by 121.2 
percent (Table 22). State aid grew by 169.8 percent. The mix of aid amounts by source 
remained about the same throughout the decade, with just over three-quarters of the total 
aid to community college students provided by the federal government. 

In 1990, conununity college students received 11.6 percent of the total aid distributed in 
Maryland. This amount decreased to 10.9 percent in 1999 (Table 29). Of the federal aid 
distributed in Maryland in 1990, 14.9 percent went to community college 
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students; in 1999, this had decreased to 13.3 percent. Of the State aid distributed, 
community college students received 8.9 percent in 1990 and 10.2 percent in 1999.

Four-Year Public Institutions 

For students enrolled at the four-year public institutions (including University System of 
Maryland institutions, Morgan State University, and St. Mary’s College), aid from the 
federal government grew the fastest, by 316.9 percent (Table 26). Aid from institutional 
sources grew by 87.6 percent; from private sources, by 155.3 percent; from State sources, 
by 147.2 percent. In 1990, slightly more than half of the aid came from the federal 
government, but by 1999, this proportion increased to almost three-fourths. 
Consequently, the proportion of aid from all other sources decreased. 

Students enrolled in Four-Year Public institutions received 42.6 percent of the total aid 
distributed in Maryland in 1990, and 52.2 percent in 1999 (Table 29). Of the federal aid 
distributed in Maryland in 1990, 39.0 percent went to this group of students; in 1999, this 
had increased to 57.6 percent. Of State aid, Four-Year Public students received 62.0 
percent in 1990 and 65.0 percent in 1999.

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Independent Colleges and Universities 

For students enrolled at independent colleges and universities, federal aid increased the 
fastest, growing at 197.3 percent (Table 27). Institutional aid rose almost as quickly— by 
183.3 percent. The mix of aid from all sources remained about the same tliroughout the 
decade, with the amount coming from the federal government increasing slightly and that 
from other sources decreasing slightly. 






Independent college students received 30.7 percent of the total aid distributed in 
Maryland in 1990, and 32.3 percent in 1999 (Table 29). Of the federal undergraduate aid 
distributed in Maryland in 1990, 21.2 percent went to independent college students and 
22.3 percent in 1999. Of State aid, independent college students received 28.1 percent in 
1990 and 24.2 percent in 1999.

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Private Career Schools 

Institutional aid increased the fastest from 1990 through 1999, growing at 110.2 percent 
(Table 28). This partly offset the loss of federal aid, which dropped by 22.3 percent. 
Private aid increased by 72.4 percent, and State aid increased by 10.9 percent. 

Of the total amount of undergraduate financial aid distributed in Maryland in 1990, 15.2 
percent went to private career school students; in 1999, this had dropped to 4.6 percent 
(Table 29). Of the federal aid distributed in Maryland, private career school students 
received 24.8 percent in 1990, but 6.8 percent in 1999. Of State aid, private career school 
students received 1.0 percent in 1990 and 0.5 percent in 1999.

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Sources of Aid to Graduate and Professional Students 



A id to Maryland graduate/professional students from every source continued to 
increase throughout the 1990’s. As was true for undergraduates, the fastest 
L^growing aid source for graduate/professional students in Maryland was the 
federal government (Table 30). Federal financial aid more than tripled. Growing almost 
as quickly, private aid to graduate/professional students also tripled. As a result, the mix 
of funding sources by the end of the decade underwent a notable shift. In 1 990, most 
(61.2 percent) of the financial assistance available to graduate/professional students was 
provided by the higher education institutions themselves, while 32.6 percent came from 
the federal government. By 1999, the federal govermnent’s portion had increased to 50.0 
percent and the institution’s portion had dropped to 43.1 percent. The percentage of aid 
that came from private sources had increased to 5.8 percent; the percentage from the 
State remained essentially flat at 1 . 1 percent. 

Public Four- Year Institutions 

Over the decade, private aid to graduate/professional students at the Maryland public 
four-year institutions far out-paced other aid sources, increasing more than tenfold to $1 1 
million (Table 32). Aid from the federal government quadrupled to $99 million during 
the same time period, while aid from institutions grew by 56.7 percent (to $64 million) 
and aid from the state increased by 35.7 percent (to $3 million). In 1990, about a third of 
the aid came from the federal government, but by 1 999, this proportion increased to over 
one- half. The proportion of aid from institutions decreased from 61 .0 percent to 36.2 
percent. At the same time, the proportion of aid from the State decreased from 3.0 
percent to 1 .5 percent, while that from private sources increased from 1 .4 percent to 6.1 
percent. 

Of all graduate/professional student aid distributed in Maryland in 1990, 51.5 percent 
went to four-year public students; by 1999, this increased to 56.9 percent (Table 35). 

Independent Colleges and Universities 

Federal aid to graduate/professional students at independent institutions nearly tripled in 
the past decade (Table 34). Institutional aid almost doubled and private aid increased by 
42.7 percent. Although aid from State sources grew seven-fold during the decade, the 
amount was small (from $80 thousand to $577 thousand). The percentage coming from 
the federal government increased from 30.5 percent to 42.0 percent, while the percentage 
coming from institutions decreased from 61.3 percent to 52.2 percent. 

Of all graduate/professional student aid distributed in Maryland in 1990, 48.5 percent 
went to independent institution students; by 1999, this dropped to 43.1 percent (Table 
35). 
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Financial Aid Support - African 
Americans Compared to Others 
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O ver the decade of the 1990’s, the total numher of African Americans enrolled in 
public higher education institutions in Maryland (undergraduate and graduate) 
increased hy 44.1 percent (please note: because independent campuses do not 
provide statistics on financial aid by race, they are not included in this sub-analysis). At 
the same time, the numher of African American public college student aid recipients 
(undergraduate and graduate) almost doubled. In contrast, the total number of non 
African Americans decreased by 10.4 percent over the decade, and the number of these 
students who received aid increased by 25.1 percent. As the following chart shows, of all 
students enrolled, a higher percentage of African Americans were aided in both 1990 and 
1999.

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Aid to Undergraduates 

At Maryland public colleges and universities, the number of African American 
undergraduate aid recipients in Maryland grew from 21,032 in 1990 to 39,125 in 1999, an 
increase of 86.0 percent (Table 36). In contrast, the number of other aid recipients grew 
by only 18.5 percent. 

Of those undergraduates on financial aid, a higher proportion of African Americans had 
loans compared to others. This held true throughout the 1990’s; in 1990, 28.9 percent of 
all aided African Americans had loans, versus 21.4 percent for students of other races. In 
1999, the percent of African American students with loans increased to 48.0 percent; for 
others, the percentage increased to 43.8 percent. 

The average aid amount awarded to African American undergraduates was $2, 574 in 
1990, growing to $4,851 in 1999 — an increase of 88.5 percent (Table 37). The average 
aid amount awarded to other undergraduates increased by 137.9 percent during the same 
time period (from $1,874 to $4,459). 
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Aid to Graduate and Professional Students 

The number of African American graduate/professional students attending Maryland 
public universities who were financial aid recipients has nearly tripled, growing from 
1,250 in 1990 to 3,658 in 1999 (Table 38). In contrast, the number of other aid recipients 
grew by 70.3 percent. 

The average aid amount awarded to African American graduate students was $6,852 in 
1990, growing to $10,228 in 1999 — an increase of 49.3 percent (Table 39). The average 
aid amount awarded to other graduate students increased by 42.3 percent during the same 
time period (from $7,904 to $1 1,244). 

Of those graduate students with financial aid, a higher proportion of African Americans 
had loans compared to others. This held true tliroughout the 1990’s: in 1990, 46.6 
percent of all aided African Americans had loans, versus 32.6 percent of others. In 1999, 
the percent of African America graduate students with loans increased to 64.3 percent, 
while, for others, the percentage increased to 37.8 percent.

Undergraduates 

The proportion of Maryland undergraduates receiving some type of financial aid from 
any source rose from 38.7 percent to 58.4 percent between 1990 and 1999 (Table 40). At 
the community colleges, 26.3 percent received aid in 1990, growing to 44.6 percent in 
1999. At the four-year public institutions, 48.5 percent received aid in 1990 vs. 66.7 
percent in 1999. The independent institutions experienced the greatest increase: 60.2 
percent of the enrollment was on aid in 1990, rising to 86.9 percent in 1999.

Graduate and Professional Students 

Overall, the percentage of Maryland graduate/professional students receiving financial 
aid rose from 37.5 percent to 54.4 percent between 1990 and 1999 (Table 41). At the 
four-year public institutions, the percent of graduate students with aid increased from 

38.2 percent to 62.3 percent. The independent institutions experienced an increase from 

36.2 percent receiving aid in 1990, to 43.9 percent in 1999.
